ASSUMPTIONS:

1. The Montana Rail Passenger Board will meet twice ayear (four meetingsbiennium).

2. Seven of the nine board members would qudify for travel reimbursement and per diem based on the
assumption that the Department of Transportation board members (director or designee and employee of
Rall, Trangt and Planning Divison) are located in Helenaand receive their regular wages.

3. Boad meetingswill be hdd in Heleng, MT.

4. Rembursement for trave to board meetingsis estimated to be 400 miles round-trip (34.5 centgmile).

(Cdlculation: 400 x $0.345/mile = $138 and $138 x 7 members = $966 and $966 x 2 meetings = $1,932.)
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5. Per diem per scheduled meeting is based on: medls - one breakfast, two lunches and two dinners ($41.00
each); lodging- $36.40 (one night stay).
(Cdlculation: $41x 7=%$287 and $287 x 2 = $574; and $36.40 x 7 = $255 and $255 x 2 = $510.)
Total board costs: $1,932 + $574 + $510 = $3,016
6. If along-range plan to increase commuter passenger rail serviceisto be developed by the Rail, Transt
and Planning Division, additiona spending authority for that task to be completed by contracted services
will be necessary. It is estimated that this service will cost $80,000 and extend over two fisca years.
7. Federa specid revenue present law funds will be available to fund the development of along-range plan
at 80% federa participation with 20% state match required. (If the federa funds were not available,
100% date goecia revenue funds would be required to fund the development of the long-range plan.)
